Lospox, June 25.—A mose terrible 
calamity has befallen the British battle- 
ship Victeris, the tlagship of the Mediter- 
ranean squadron, and hundreds of lives 
have been lost. The Victoria, which flew 
the tlag of Vice Admiral Sir Geo. ‘Tyron, 
K.C.B., was runinte off Tripel: ty the 
British battleship Camperdown, also be- 
mying tothe Mediterranean squadron, 
ind under the command of Captain Cras. 
Johnstone. The Victoria had an enor- 
mous hole made in her side through which 
the water poured in turrents. Lhe In- 
ense huil of the Victoria at once beg on 
to settle befure those on board her could 
cast loose che small boats. She went to 
the bottom, carrying down with her nearly 
ailon btard. Some of the officers and 
crew managed to get out of the suction 
caused by the sinking vessel and wede res- 
cued. Among those lost is Vice-Admiral 
Tyron.
